The Chronicle felt that in extending some assistance to the 
Ontario farmres the opposition in the east would be quelled but 
evidently there isa feeling that it is not a sound policy and that the 
dichtaps athena stand on their own feet or move on to some other 
methods, The Glube says that the bonus to the eastern farmers is a

more palatable in the east”.

In last week's issue we concluded 
by saying that WE ADULTS NEED

this provides no justification for the 
loose and ill-considered use of epi- 
thets as Fascism and Dictatorship 
The B.N.A, Act by its terms provides 
the province with administrative 
powers neccessary for schoo] adminis- 
tration. Therefore it becomes the 
responsibility of the provincial Legis- 
lature charged with that responsibility 
to puss laws for the improvement of 
education according to its best judge- 
ment. If such a power is fascist then 
as Dr. Sampson says ‘‘every legisla- 
ture in the world that makes a gest- 
ure of real leadership in the conduct 
of public affairs must also be fascist 
Leadership is not fascism. Fascism is 
the denial of the people the right at 
eertain stated times to pass judgement 
on their rulers. It is this denial, 
backed by the state militia, firing 
squads and concentration camps thatr 
makes dictatorships of Germany and 
(taly, Fascism is a cowardly thing, 
[t takes refuge behind rapid-fire guns 
and firing squads, instead of facing up 
to the bullets of democracy, the bal- 
lots ofa free and sovereign people. 
As long as the election laws are ob- 
served, toraise the hue and cry of 
‘Fascism!’ over gvery act that does 
not meet with our personal approval 
is tantamount to crying ‘Wolf! Wolf!
